Hurley reported that plague-infected ground 
squirrels were found in California as follows: In Alameda County, 
1 squirrel, shot July 14, 1915, on the People's Water Co. land, south- 
west of Grizzly Peak, east. of the city of Oakland; in Contra Costa 
County, 1 squirrel, shot July 1, 1915, on the Skow lease of the People's 
Water Co. land, located about 7J miles east of San Pablo* in San 
Benito County, 1 squirrel, shot July 10, 1915, on the J. D. Watson 
ranch, near Hollister, and 2 squirrels, found dead on the ranch of L. J. 
Abrams, about 1\ miles southeast of Vallecitos. 

The squirrel shot in Alameda County July 14 was the first plague- 
infected squirrel found in that county since August 7, 1914, and 
was located on what is known as the Squirrel Free Zone. 

The two squirrels found dead on the Abrams ranch were located 
on new territory where hunting operations had been begun.
